suits, sorved on him prohibitory orders. 
‘a tt with Mr Den- 
nye application, the present plainttf pnid 
into Court $84.97 in one suit and -$175.40 
in the otbor suit, These sums wore paid 
out in satisfaction of respective judgments, 
and then, the: present plaintiff fuund out 
that he had made 4 mistake which he seeks 
to these two present suits to get rectified. 
Hie Honour had no doubt whatever that it 
‘waa outicaly by mistake that the two sums 
referred to were paid into Court. The 
question for the Court was whether under 
tue ciroumstances he could recover the 
money from the two defendants to whom 
it had been pald out in satisfactlon of their 
judgments. His Honour said :— 

The rule of law is, that money obtatned. 
by compulsion of law dona side, and wit! out 
taking entire advantage of the party paying 
it is not recoverable ; that money paid wilh 
full knowledge of facta is not recoverable, 
if there be nothing unconeclentious in rv 
taining it; that money paid in iznorance 
of facta is recoverable, provided the party 
paying it bas uot been guilty of-laches. 
All the law ia to be fonnd is Marriott v, 
Hawpton, Smith’s. Leading cases, Vol. 11. 
page 340. > 

Applying these rules to the present cases, 
T have come to the conclusion that the pay- 
ment was not ‘made under oompulrinn of 
law, but was made voluntarily in ignorance 
of the facts, Tho prohibitory orders served 
on the plaintiff only put a ‘stop on the 
moneys due from ‘him.to the Hxecutive 
debtor in Suit No, 978, But in point of 
fagt, no money was duc to him, Next, the 
payment into Court. was ptirely voluntary 
as the orders only probibited him from pay- 
‘ing it to the judgment debtor or te a sy one 
‘on bis behalf. -1t was quite-beyond what 
he was called upon to do, although power 
is given to porsons served with prohibitory 
orders to pay money into Court, It is very 
differant Eom the case of money recovered 
directly in wn action between the parties 
Nor do | think that the plaintiff was guilty 
of laches. These prohibitory ordors ouglit 
to bave a Ubinose translation, Hw did the 
hest thing he could by consulting with a 
Chinese clerk in the Rogistrar Genoral’s 
Office, and, he was. also deceived. Thr 
money must be refunded to the plaintiff 
fhe defendants who had Very properly 
investigated the case in Court must ‘nut
